W. T. Hollman, a Choctaw Indian, tes- 


tified he had been employed by J. !•'. Mc- 
Mtirrny, holder of the contracts, to go 
out among the Oklahoma Indians and 
induce them to sign the documents. At 
the same time, Holman related he was 
paid "a dollar a head'' for securing con- 
tracts appointing MeMurray to act in 
tax cases. 
In this way MeMurray pro- 


cured ten thousand contracts to sell land. 


The terms were ten per cent attorneys' 


foes or $3,000,000 profit for McMurrny 
and his associates. To promote this deal 
in congress. Senator fore contends ho 
wns offered a !fi">,000 or $50,000 bribe. 


ilollman testified tlmt lie himself, had 


i-ignod the ten por cent contract because 
he in common with other Indians had 
become discouraged on the government's 
promise to sell the land. 


"I would luivc given i.) per cent to 


McMurray,'' said Ilollman "if hn could 
have given us the money quickly."

said'lie; believed some of

would be willing to give Mi-Murray 75 
per cent. 


Called Upon MeMurray. 


In a statement In the committee and 


without'igoing on .tin- stand, McMnrriy 
today dccl.iml that the contracts cinne 
lo him originally against -his desires. Uu 
said tin-'.Indians at a "wnr council" had 
demonstrated their impatience nt 
the 


government's alleged slowness in the cell- 
ing of tlte land and called upon him to 
take the'.job at 10 per cent, which he did 
with ri'ltu-tancr. 
Mc.Murrny will go on 


the stiuiil later.

fered him. 


McMurray himself soon probably will 


be called to the stand to tell of his re- 
lation with congressmen and senators a.t 
Washington. 
He will be asked to throw

Indians "Were Discouraged. 


As Indicated by 
Green 
McCurtain, 


chief of 18,000 Choctaws, the 
Indians 


have taken the position that they signed 
the contracts because they had become 
discouraged with what,they call the tar- 
diness of the government in disposing 
of the land and given them the proceeds 
so that they might purchase farm imple- 
ments and improve the 
allotments 
on 


which they live. 
The 450,000 acres of 


coal, asphalt and timber land, which it 
is proposed to sell for them, is owned by 
thorn in addition to the land on which 
they live. The mineral wealth of the 
extra land was estimated by the United. 
States geographical survey at $160,000,- 
000 and Senator Core, said it New York 
syndicate stood ready to purchase it 
through McMurniy for $30,000,000. One 
old Indian who favored the ten per cent 
McMurray contracts said: 


"Are you going to let us starve just 


because we lmvc agreed to give a white 
man a bite of our pic." 


(.'ceil Lyou, national Republican eom- 


mitteemim of Texas sent word he would 
appear before the committee. According 
to McMurray he was financially interest- 
ed in the old contracts.

Apple Compote.—Cut one pound figs 


in small pieces; stew in one-liali cup wa- 
ter .until a thick paste is formed; 'add.' 
one-half cup chopped nuts, one teaspoon 
vanilla, one tablespoon of sugar. Have 
ready twelve apples, cored and- peeled; 
fill with fig paste, bake in warm oven. 


Bread Pancakes.—Break up half a loaf 


of dry bread, enough hot water to mash, 
well (potato masher Is best), one egg, 
two.teaspoonfuls of sugar, pinch of salt, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of soda mixed in 
a little sour milk, enough sour milk as 
you need, batter nnd flour enough to 
make a thick batter. 


Jelly Roll.—Three eggs, one cup sugar, 


one-half tablespoon milk, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt/one tablespoon baking pow- 
der. Boat yolks until very light, add su- 
gar, milk,'salt nnd melted butter; cut 
nnd fold in whites of the eggs: then very 
gently cut and fold in flour sifted with 
the baking powder. Spread evenly about 
one-fourth inch doep over bottom of 
dripping pan which luia been greased and 
lightly dredged with flour. Bake ten or 
twelve minutes in moderately hot oven; 
take from the ovon and turn out on 
n paper sprinkled with confectioner's su- 
gar; spread with jelly: with a. sharp 
knife trim off the edges and roll up; roll 
u paper around the cake that it may 
uettfer. keep in slrapc. 
The work must 


be done quickly or the cake will crack 
in rolling. 


Vienna Rolls.—Vhice in a bow.l a ta- 


.blospoonful of butter wanned until soft. 
Add to one quart of flour, two heaping 
toasponfuls of bilking powder, which sift 
together thoroughly, and place in bowl 
with butter. Stir in with spoon enough 
sweet milk containing one-half k'aspoon- 
ful of salt, to form a fairly stiff dough.

smooth. Roll the dough out to even thick-

circles. Place on buttered pans, keeping 
each roll separately. Wash over the top 
with milk to make a gloss, nnd bake im- 
mediately for twenty minutes in a hot 
oven, it will do no harm if they stand 
thirty minutes before baking if desired.

farce comedy. 
For example (Jongrcss- 


miln Weisso has stirred up wlnit looks 
like a row by enterihg tho contest for 
the Democratic nomination for United 
States senator against ''Burt" Williams, 
ulio had the convention endorsement 
forced uuon him, and was supposed to 
have A united party behind him. A lot 
of tho wise ones, however, wink the oth- 
er eye, and sny it's all a sham fight to 
stir up the Democrats and get them out 
to the polls, so they'll not. lose their 
party organization by fulling below the 
required '20 percent of the party vote. 
So many Democrats are inclined to fol- 
low the La Follette wagon off that there 
is real alarm behind this apparent rump- 
us between two party leaders.'

The result 
has been to encourage all the candi- 
dates to hire expert newspaper men to 
devise ways and means to reach the vot- 
ers without using the. newspapers. Where 
it is realized that the primary law vir- 
tually mu/./.lcs the newspaper in the 
nominating campaign, its value to the 
candidate is in pure advertising. 
The 


follow who sells shoes or patent Hour 
and the political complexion of the me- 
dium is 
11 mutter ot no consequence. 


What he wants is circulation. There are 
nearly 500 newspapers in the state and 
a ten inch advertisement one time in 
ail of those that would take political 
advertising amounts to about $1,000 a 
throw, reckoning a fair commercial rate 
per inch. It needs "Uncle Isaac's" pile 
to face that problem so they get out 
campaign sheets, use hill posters and 
all sorts of cheaper means to roach vot- 
ers, including the mails. 
The newspa- 


pers will need to organize a trust if 
thev expect to retain any importance at 
all in primary campaigns if this year is 
an example, for they are getting badly 
left.

"ormer bills drawn up by the industrial 
nsiiranee committee of the Wisconsin 
egislature have been combined so that 
the part abrogating the nssumption of 
risk and negligence Ov a fellow servant 
ind the part which provid' s for a. scale 
>f compensation appear 
in 
ono bill, 


'revision is made in the same bill where- 
>y employers may elect to pay compen- 
sation as specified in succeeding sections; 
and when they do so %hey are not lia- 
)le to suits for damages at the insttga- 
;'ion 
of employes. 
The compensatory 


'eatures of the bill are, therefore, op- 
,ional to employers. 


Employers are required upon entering 


into employment to decide whether ot 
not they will accept compensation in 
case of injury, or whether they will sue 
'or damages. 
If they go to work or 


continue to work for un employer who 
las elected to pay compensation, they 
ire compelled to accept tho compensii- 
,ion as provided in the proposed act, un- 
ess they have contracted in writing, to 
the contrary. The bill is. therefore, op- 
tional to all employes, but the employe 
,s given the right to choose between ac- 
ccptfng compensation as provided in the 
act and suing for damages in case of in- 
jury. 


Favors Optional Plan. 


The legislative committee is inclined 


to adopt the optional plan between em- 
ployer and employe for the following 
-easons: It will thereby avoid the con- 
stitutional question as to whether or not 
the compensation act can he made com- 
pulsory so far as the employer is eon- 
corned: it is also able to create an arbi- 
tration board which will quickly ami 
:hcaply settle sli disputes without ex- 
pense, thereby obviatfng undue litiga- 
tion, cost and" time necessary "under the 
present system. 


In adopting the optional plan it i- easy 


to provide that on employe shall file a. 
statement in which he agrees to accent 
all the provisions of the act. It is mure 
difficult when it comes to tho employer. 
In the stress of business it \vonld be en- 
tirely impossible to nmke a written con- 
tract with each new employe. 
Conse- 


quently the employe, according to the 
provisions of the act, waives his right 
Lo recover anything but compensation us 


part of his agreement of hire, unless 


lie contracts in writing to the contrary 
The bill iliereliy settles 
-ill 
dispute* 


which may arise as to whether or not the 
employe hns accepted the provisions of 
the act; and at the same time it loaves 
liim free to contract as he chooses 


Compensatory Features Compulsory. 
The compensatory features of tho bill 


are compulsory insofar us the state, each 
Bounty, city, village and school district 
are concerned. It is believed that there 
s no doubt as to the power of the leg- 
;t,latiire to make this provision.

ability free medical treatment, and .in 
indemnity equal to 65 pero. nt of the 
wages is to be paid.

Third Class Offices Under Civil

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. l.—H the 


administration adopts a suggestion soon 
to be made by the postmaster general, 
representatives in congress may be shorn 
of nearly all the patronage now allotted 
to them;
